import duties on American products. For 
years Germany has beer gradually increas-. 
ing its duties an American imports and other 
mations have followed her lead. A further 
incfease, which will bar American products, 
will become effective within a few months. 

The advance in import duties has already 
been felt by American manufacturers as well 
me’ by the agricultural interests: There has 
been a decided falling off in American ex- 
port trade: The railroads have suffered and 
thé steametiip lines complain that their busi- 

ness hae greatly decreased. 

The further advance in duties. it is said, 
‘will cripple America’s export trade and make 
it almost impossible for American producers 
and manufacturers to sell their goods abroad.

Unlike other reciprocity conferences, the 
Ch © meeting will not advocate any 
epecNic tariff treaties with foreign nations. 
A general reduction applicable to all coun- 
tries probably will be urged. 

It is the plan ot the leaders of the conven- 
tien to adopt resolutions urging congress to 
fix a maximum and minimum tariff schedule, 
the minimum rates to apply te nations which 
make favorable tariff concessions to the 
United States. The advocates of this plan 
point out its many advantages. It would be 
unnecessary for congress to take separate ac- 
tioh on the various treaties, The president 
would be empowered by the proposed bill to 
place the minimum turiff in operation for 
every nation which grants the ue States 
ite lowest tariff rates. 

The plan is foliowed by many of the Euro- 
pean nations, including Germany, and has 
been found satisfactory. 5 

Sliding Tariff Rate Favored. 

It is said by the men who have made a 
study of the reciprocity quéstion that the 
siding tariff rate is the only way that reci- 
precity.can ever, be made effective in the 
United States. The advocätes of the pro- 
hibitory tariff, it is claimed, can always se- 
cure more than the necessary one-third vote 
in the senate to defeat any measure of tariff 
reduction. This was made apparent when 
the French reciprocity treaty was defeated. 

It the Maximam and minimunr scheme 
comes before congress it will take only a. 
majority vote to pass it, and it will be just 
ge effective as special tariff treaties in se- 
curing concessions from foreign nations in 
the reduction of import duties. 

In order to make the influence of the Chi- 
cago reciprocity conference felt all over the 
country, and to impress United States sen- 
ators and representatives with its impor- 
tance, a national committee of fifteen mem- 
bers will be appointed. This committee wil) 
keep alive. agitation for the tariff reform on 
the lines laid down by the conference. It also 
will make arrangements for future confer- 
ences and conventions. An effort will be 
mimmidie to secure fifteen leading men of the 
country- to serve upon the committee. No 
politics will enter into its selection, as men 
From all parties will be chosen.

On wheat the in- 
crease will be 26 cents per 100 pounds, and 
on flour $3.45. Correspondingly large in- 
créases will be made in all other commod!l- 
tes which America sells to Germany and 
other foreign nations. This retaliation is 
due to America’s policy of granting no qon- 
cessions in tariff reduction.

Now I do not wish to be understood as 
opposing the protective tariff. What we do 
oppose is a prohibitory tariff which causes 
other nations to retaliate against us. This is 
what our present schedule is dotng. , 
Unless we modify our tariff schedule the 
time is soon coming when we shall be shut 
out from European markets. Europe is no 
longer obliged. to purchase her foodstuffs . 
from us. She can buy to advantage from 
Canada, Australia, or Argentina. To keep 
our trade our producers must be able to 
meet their competitors. They cannot do so 
with the present relatiatory tariffs against 
American goods. There must be a reduction 
in European tariffs, and to gain this we must 
cut our duties on imports.

Plans of Board Intended to Provide 


Against Emergenby and 
Accident. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. Aa gun in 
the navy is to have its duplicate to guard 
against amy emergency, if the will of the 
naval chief of ordnance is carried out. The 
naval general board, it is believed, thor- 
oughly approyes of this precaution, and con- 
sequently the naval estimates to go before 
the next congress will contain a formidable 
item, to cover the cost of producing the new 
guns. Such accidents as bave happened to 
the big turret guns of the battleships have 
made it clear that unless the ship which sus- 
tains the accident is to go into action in a

In reality, my frst experience in the line of 


the moet brash act of all, is the writing of a 
college drama. I was aided and abetted in 
this nefarious undertaking by several of my 
chums. The drama was produced after 
many weeks of weary rdhearsals, and the 
hall was well filled on the night of its presen- 
tation. Some of my friends raid that t was 


à pretty good show, likewise all of my rela- 


tives, For the rest, the least said the better. 
But after I graduated and began work on 
a Dewspaper, the thought of writing a real 
play for the real stage took hold of me and 
would not down. Finally I felt that in self- 
defense I would really have to write adrama. 
My only training, outside a fairly good edu- 
cation, was a careful observation of the 
stage. I went to the theater constantly and 
witnessed all kinds of performances, ranging 
from a bad minetre: show to one of the most 
weird of the Ibsen dramas. I knew nothing 
of the technique of the stage at this time, but 
I carefully noted and considered the relative 
value of everything used in the production of 
a play. After studying in this line for about 
a year I sat down in cold blood and wrote a 
frank melodrama. As the fellow said at the 
time, all that it cost me, besides time and 
anguish of mind, was a pot of ink and a ream 
ot paper. Was it a failure? Of course it 
was. That is to say, if it ever had been pro- 
duced it would have beer a failure. When 
I had it all ready for production I showed 
it to a critical friend and asked him for his 
honest judgment.

To know that the buyer ts getting these best 
plumbing devices and material is essential— 
so much so that it is worth his while in 
most cases to pay an expert to examine the 
whole construction of the buflding. 

There is a French observation on building 
a home to the effect that in the first year 
after completion it should be let to one’s 
enemy; in the second year to one’s friend, 
after which the owner may move in witb 
some assurance for the third year tenancy.

But in fact the house that is well built of 
good material should keep in good condition 
for that first year, after which it is a sea- 
soned house and should be done with settling 
of the foundations, the opening of cracks in 


. the woodwork and in the plaster. This mat- 


ter of plaster may mean a good deal in a 
house. Lime may be slaked in a manner 
spoiling it for good plaster, or hair may be 
put into it in such small quantities—or not at 
ali—as to make it impossible as a base for 
decorations. For one full year at least 
plaster should be allowed to rest and season 
before the decorators are brought in. 

The roof of a house is an essential feature. 
The roof materials have a good deal to do 
with its lasting quality, but scarcely less 
than the materials the shape and details of 
the roof and cornice projections are of mo- 
ment. Frequently a roof of the best ma- 
terials may suffer decay and deterioration for 
the reason of the niches and corners that 
catch and hold snow and water. A good 
quality of shingles may have been natled on 
with an ordinary wire nail with the result 
that the rust around the npil hole enlarges 
until the shingle leaks or is blown away by 
the wind. The proper nail is galvanized and 
practically is rust proof and everlasting.

Housb Need Not Oca Old Soon. 

. Buying an old house requires more judg- 
ment. perhaps, than the purchase of a new 
one.

You Can Make Money.

T pays to be a good horseman nowadays. 
This does not mean that a man must be 
either a jockey or a veterinarian in order 
to earn good money in the horse business. 
but he must know as much about a horse 

or a vehicle as an engineer knows about his 
locomotive. | 

The extensive stables that wealthy men are 
establishing at their permanent and summer 
homes and the big horse shows they are ac- 
customed to hold creates a great demand for 
men who know how to take care of a stable 
filled with valuable horsefesh and costly 
vehicles, Possessed of suqh knowledge, 4 
stout, healthy young man ca earn double the 
clerkship wage of hundreds of the toilers of 
a great city. | | 

In one stable at a western summer resort 
there are sixty-five horses and twenty-five 
vehicles, and they all are the property of one 
man owning a summer horne. He employs 
twenty men, each at a weekly salary that 
would be the envy of hundreds of young men 
who are working at desks, They are fed 
and lodged and nearly everything they need 
“is found.” 

The reason they are pajd such good money 
is that they are thoroughly acquainted with 
the business of taking good care of a horse 
or an equipage. 200 


young men are employed in at 
the same resort, and at another that attracts 
a large number of business men's families 
there are as many. Within a radius of 100 
miles of Chicago there are probably 1,000 
men between the ages of 20 and 3 years 
whose services are almost em- 
ployed tn this kind of work. 

No one WW) has now witressed the opera- 
tion of à lerge stable maintained for pri- 
vate use bas much of an idea of the system 
to which such work is reduced. When a 
four in hand prances into the stable over 
whieh this man has charge there ig a man at 
the bead of each horse before the wheels | 
have. stopped turning.
